Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to applicant's remarks on page 5 of the response, it should be noted that there is no limitation in 
the claims that requires the engaging portion to be a unitary part of the coupling member or otherwise be affixed thereto. Accordingly, 
there is nothing to preclude steel ball 58 of Lin from constituting the recited "engaging portion". Further, the use of the 
term M corresponding" does not require that the shape of the engaging portion be the same as the shape of the slot. In the instant case, the 
engaging portion corresponds to the slot vis-a vis the same relative axial location. It appears that applicant is relying upon the 
specification to impact to the claims limitations otherwise not recited therein. This reliance is insufficient. 
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
